House joint memorial, by Porter, asking 


ronit.re'.s for the removal ot tho Southern Uta 
Indians fiorn Colorado. The memorial recites 
the danger growing out ot allowing this tribe 
of Indians cner a itrlp of territory ninety 
miles iu length, subject to no more restraint 
than that imposed by an ordinary white msn 
acting In the light ot his owu discretion, but 
too often sTOverued by his own I iterate 
The 


Indians arc reported to be ready for an out 
break at any1 moment and are continually com 
milting depredations upon the white settlers 
who arc liable to take tlie settlement of tho 
matter Into their owu hands, Mr. Porter in a 
brief speech explained to the house that tho 
district which ho represented was entirely cut 
off from the south by this reservation and he 
asked for an immediate consideration of tbe 
memorial,

military and Indian affairs, reported in fa> o r 
of the passage ot tho memorial.

Mr. Pence-made a forcible speech in sup- 


juiliuf luu uiuuiucul) reviling several in 
stances m which the lives of the white settlers 
had been taken ruthlessly by theso Indians. 
-So bieat, mlie 'lauger considered in, that sec- 
tion of the country that only last fall tho 
manner of one of tlio largest cattle compa- 
nies in that sectionjof cou'utiy had distributed 
1,300 rounds of ammunition among his nmn in 
order to protect his cattle, which were entitled 
to Bii^s near the Indian leservatlon. 


Mr. Bradley spoke bristly in favor of the 


memorial. Ue said that aside from the press- 
ing necessity of the settlers of that country 
for the removal of tuetndtons there was every 
reason to object to have a large body of peo- 
ple like this living in the stato and.not sub- 
|ect to its police regulations. For this reason 
and bocauso the people of that section of tho 
stato require tbe removal tt these Indians he 
hoped the memorial would be adopted. 


The committee ot tho whole voted unani- 


mously for the adoption of the memorial. rise 
committee then rose and Its recommendation 
was unanimously adopted,tb.e memorial being 
put ou its final passa&o and- adopted unani- 
mously.
